Abandoned Child. 

That, he said, led him to 
abandon the baby in a clump 
of honeysuckle vines amid the 
trees as he drove back toward 
his own home. 

It was the ransom note, plus 
ahother sent a few days later, 
which enabled Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents to break 
the case in astonishing fashion. 

With only certain peculiari- 
ties in the handwriting as clues 
to work on, teams of FBI agents 
checked signatures on more 
than 2,000,000 documents such 
as voting registrations, auto 
license applications and crime 
records. 

They finally found handwrit- 
ing similarities on a probation 
form signed by La Marca. He 
was just finishing a year's pro- 
bation following his arrest in 
a Long Island moonshine whis- 
ky-making operation 

La Marca is being held with- 
out bail pending a hearing next 
Friday on a kidnaping charge. 
Authorities said a grand jury 
murder indictment probably 
would be sought. The kidnaping 
charge alone carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of death.

CAIRO, Aug. 25 —Western 
fears were expressed today that 
Egypt's desperate search for 
additional Suez canal pilots 
might result in a lowering of 
the standards required for guid- 
ing ships through the water- 
way. 

The chronic shortage of 
pilots teat has plagued the 
Suez canal operating company | 
for months—long before Egypt 
nationalized it—has threatened 
to become Egypt's major prob- 
lem in keeping the traffic run- 
ning smoothly 

Egyptian authorities now 
running the nationalized Suez 
Canal Co. announced todav 
that 20 more Egyptian pilots 
had been hired. Thirty were 
hired two weeks ago 

There also were reports from 
West Germany that Egypt was 
negotiating with Kiel canal 
pilots to go to work on the/| 
Suez. Egyptian diplomatic mis- 
sions throughout the world have 
been ordered to search for 
qualified pilots. 


Rigid Requirements. 

Suez canal authorities have 
never had any difficulty find- 
ing more than enough seamen 
who were ready to sign on for 
what has been considered one 
of the best jobs a pilot could | 
hope to get. The problem, how- 
ever, always has been to find 
enough such seamen who could 
meet the rigid requirements of 
experience and character. 

Shipping experts have main- 
tained for some time that there 
were not enough fully quali- 
fied Egyptians to help relieve 
the shortage. It has been main- 
tained that when Egypt's earli- 
er demands for the placement 
of Egyptian pilots on the pay- 
roll were met by the old com- 
pany, nearly all the qualified 
ships’ masters were hired. This 
made it necessary for the Egyp- 
tian merchant marine to find 
foreign captains to run its own 
fleet of seagoing vessels. 

The 30 new Egyptian pilots 
who were hired two weeks ago 
were said to be working on pro- 
bation in Port Said, the north- | 
ern terminal of the canal. It 
has been the practice in the 
past to place all newly-hired 
pilots on a two-year probation- 
ary training period so that they 
might learn al] the intricacies 
of transit through the water- 
way. It was assumed that the 
additional 20 pilots reported to 
have been hired yesterday also 
would be considered trainees 
for some time to come 

This would mean that even 
though these new pilots were 
highly qualified they would not 
help alleviate the shortage of 
men who actually can take the 
average’ daily tonnage through 
the canal. 

The'shortage began to be felt 
several months ago when the | 
canal was operated by. the Suez | 


Canal Co. that was controlled 
largely by British and French 
interests.

considering all factors agrees 
that the general search opera- 
tion be discontinued, but has 
directed the commander Sev- 
enth Fleet to continue surveil- 
lance of the area in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the spot where 
the body of an air crewman and 
wreckage of the missing plane 
were recovered yesterday. Adm. 
Burke feels that there is a pos- 
sibility that additional bodies 
may be recovered.” 

Peiping broadcasts had com- 
plained that United States 
planes violated Red China's air 
Friday in the search and called 
this an “act of military provoca- 
tion.” 

There was no _ indication, 
however, that this had anything 
to do with suspension of the 
search. in fact, Ingersoll re- 
plied when asked about Pei- 
ping’s charges: 

“I can’t imagine what would 
bother me less than what the 
Chinese Communists say.” 

Seventeen ships, including 
three aircraft carriers had 
searched the waters northward 
from Formosa since the plane 
radioed it was in trouble 

A spokesman for the Seventh 
Fleet said in Taipee, Formosa 
“Units of the Seventh Fleet are 
still available to continue the 
search if there is any reason to 
do so. We have found no reason 
to do so as yet.” 

A possible clue to why the 
Bomber’s wreckage was found 
200 miles north of its assumed 
position was given by Comdr. 
William H. Huff, executive of- 
ficer of the doomed plane's 
squadron. 

Code Message Sent. 

Huff said the plane did not 
radio its position but sent a 
code message that it was under 
attack. 

The plane had sent a posi- 
tion fix 40 minutes earlier. Fig- 
uring the plane’s known course, 
the Navy estimated that the 
plane was attacked 160 miles 
north of Formosa. 

The wives of five of the crew- 
men waited together and prayed 
together at Iwakuni. Navy offi- 
cials said the wives seemed to 
accept without bitterness that 
their husbands probably were 
dead. 

“They are real service wives.” 
a close friend said. 

The waiting was over for Mrs. 
Mattin, widow of the technician, 
and her three young sons. 

Memorial services for Mattin 
will be held at Iwakuni Monday. 
His body will be flown home 
Tuesday. His family will leave 
the same day by plane for 
Delta.

ST. LOUISANS SET 
NEW RECORD FOR 
MISSISSIPPI RUN 


Two St. Louisans set a new 
speed record of 39 hours and 
41 minutes yesterday for the 
1050-mile trip on the Missis- 
sippi river from New Orleans to 
St. Louis. 


Y.ee Sawyer and John Spring- 
meyer, riding in a 15-foot ply- 
wood boat powered by two 40- 
horsepower outboard motors, 
were greeted at the St. Louis 
Yacht Club at the foot of Pine 
street by a small but vocal 
crowd when they pulled in at 
4:41 p.m. Their time was two 
hours and 16 minutes ahead 
of the old record, set in July. 

They left New Orleans at 
1 a.m. Friday, lost 20 min- 
utes because of fog between 


New Orleans and Baton Rouge, 
but picked up the lost time on 
the run to Vicksburg, where 
they changed spark plugs and a 


propeller and refueled. They 
also refueled at Greenville, 
Miss., and Cape Girardeau, Mo. 


The craft, called the Huckle- 
berry Finn, made the final 120 
miles of the trip, from Cape 
Girardeau to St. Louis, in four 
hours and 14 minutes, attaining 
speeds up to 36 miles an hour. 
Sawyer, an electrical contractor 
who lives at 4554 Red Bud ave- 
nue, established a record in 
1954 but it was broken by a 
group from Little Rock. Spring- 
meyer, a bus driver, lives at 
5629 Cabanne avenue.

patient for three days 

His wife, Clara, was at his 
bedside when the scientist died 
beneath an oxygen tent where 
he was placed when his condi- 
tion grew critical. 

Contributions, Not Flowers.

In searching through books on 
human sex, he decided most of 
them were confusing, contra- 
dictory and patchy. He found, 
he said, “assumptions that had 
been unquestioned for centuries 


—without any scientific vali- 
dation.” 
With encouragement from 


superiors, he outlined a research 


program and decided it would, 


require nine volumes and 30 
years of steady work by many 
persons to complete 

He was born in 1894 in Ho- 
boken, N.J., the son of an en- 
gineering instructor at the Ste- 
vens Institute of Technology. 


After getting a B.S. degree in 


psychology at Bowdoin college 
in Maine, he received a Doctor 
of Science degree in biology 
at Harvard and stayed on as 
a graduate student for research 
in insect life 

He became the world’s fore- 


_most authority on the life and 


habits of the gall wasp. He 
studied the subject so inten- 
sively — his research covered 
150,000 specimens—that it gave 
him the experience in detail 
work that later helped his re- 
search in sexual behavior. He 
joined the Indiana University 
faculty in 1920 as a zoologist at 
the age of 26 and had been 
there ever since

CHIEF JUSTICES UPHOLD 
SEPARATION OF POWERS 


DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 25 (AP) 
—Chief justices of the nation’s 
state supreme courts adopted a 
resolution at their annual meet- 
ing here today calling for “strict 
adherence to the American prin- 
ciple of separation of executive, 
legislative and judicial powers.” 

They voted down an amend- 
ment by Virginia Associate Jus- 
tice Willis D. Miller that would 
have urged adherence to sep- 
aration of state and federal 
court powers. 

Pennsylvania Justice Charles 
A. Jones, in opposing the amend- 
ment, said he did not believe 
the state high court justices 
should place themselves in a 
position of “directly criticizing 
the United States Supreme 
Court.”

U.S, MAKES $545,000 GRANT 
FOR ASTRONOMY PROJECT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP) 
—The National Science Founda- | 
tion today announced a grant 
of $545,000 to the University of 
Michigan for studies expected | 
to lead to establishment of a 
federally supported astronomy 
observatory. 

The foundation, set up by Con- 
gress in 1950 to promote scien- 
tific. progress, said its search for 
a site for such an observatary 
has been narrowed to about 
five locations, all of them in the 
Southwest. 

The grant to Michigan will 
permit continuation of studies 
begun last year under the di- 
rection of Robert R. McMath, 
director of the McMath-Hulbert 
Observatory. Previous grants 
from the foundation totaled 
$300,000. 

As part of its program to sup- 
port basic research in astron- 
omy, the foundation envisions 
an optical astronomy observa- 
tory which initially will include 
a 36-inch telescope and an 80- | 
inch one.

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The Campaign Ahead 


Presidential Candidates May Wage High-Level Battle 


But Others in Both Parties Are Expected to Use the 
Familiar Hatchet Tactics — Control of the White 
House and Congress at Stake in November—G.O.P. 
on the Defensive for the First Time Since 1932.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25. ,

approved by the national conventions, the 1956 political campaign is on. 


After nine weeks of speeches and appearances—the shortest period in 
recent history for a national referendum—almost 100,000,000 Americans will 


have an opportunity to choose between 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon on 
Stevenson and Senator Estes Kefauver 
political philosophies they personify. 

At stake are the administration of the 
executive branch of Government and con- 
trol of Congress. Effects of the Nov. 6 
election will reach from the forks of the 
creeks to the great industrial centers, to 
inner councils of the heads of state 
throughout the world. Each American 
qualified to vote will have his or her 
chance to share in shaping the answers 
to the vital problems that will arise dur- 
ing the next four years.

FOR THE FIRST time since 1932 the 
Republicans are on the defensive for their 
conduct of the Government. With a ticket 
headed by former General Eisenhower, 
whose personal popularity is unequaled 
by any of his predecessors, the party man- 
agers appear confident of retaining the 
presidency, although Harold E. Stassen, 
the White House adviser on disarmament 
problems, “has predicted that the name 
of Nixon in second place will cost the 
party millions of votes.” 

These managers are less confident they 
can regain control of the Congress which 
the Democrats won two years ago to give 
them 49 seats in the Senate to the Repub- 
licans’ 47, and 233 House seats to the 
Republicans’ 203. In addition to the con- 
gressional victories, the Democrats in 1954 
and later won or retained the governor- 
ships in such important states as New 
York, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, Ohio, Michigan and Minnesota, and | 
equally important but less spectacular 
local elections. 

In their attack on the entrenched 
Republicans, the Democrats, with Ste- 
venson again in command, are in better 
strategic and tactical positions than they 
were in 1952, when they won only 89 
electoral votes of nine states to the 
Republicans’ 442 from 39 states. 

The objective of the Democrats is to 
recapture the northern states, particular- 
ly the middle western, which gave 
President Roosevelt his overwhelming 
majorities and President Truman his sur- 
prise victory in 1948—a spectre which 
undermines the confidence of the 1956 
Republicans. The south, with the possi- 
ble exception of Florida and Virginia, is 
expected back—somewhat reluctantly be- 
cause of the convention choice of Kefau- 
ver for second place and the compromise 
civil rights plahk—in the Stevenson 
camp. 

The strategists of both parties are 
planning a two-level campaign, with the 
presidential nominees speaking from a 
lofty eminence and the lesser candidates 
and spokesmen taking care of the politics 
of appealing to the self-interest of indi- 
viduals and various blocs of voters. 


President Eisenhower, in his speech 
of acceptance Thursday night, took a 
long view ahead by urging the cheer- 
ing delegates to make the Republicans 
“the party of the future” for a “brave 
and shining new world.” 

Stevenson, in his acceptance speech 
last week, called the Democrats “the 
party of respect for people” and said 
history’s headlong course had brought 
us to the threshold of a new America, 
“the America of the great ideals and 
noble visions which are the stuff our 
future must be made of.” 


Nixon, who infuriated the Democrats 
in 1954 by his insinuations of treason by 
their party leaders, is expected to climb 
to the high level campaign platform. The 
Democrats—and the voters—must regard 
him as a potential President, by act of 
God if Mr. Eisenhower is unable to com- 
plete his term if re-elected and as the 
most favored Republican candidate in 
1960, when Mr. Eisenhower, under new 
amendment to the Constitution, will be 
ineligible for a third term. Already 
Nixon is speaking and acting as he thinks 
a President should. 


The lower level campaigning on the 
national scale will be done by such men 
as Attorney General Brownell and for- 
mer Governor Dewey of New York for 
the Republicans and Senator Kefauver 
and Democratic National Chairman 
Paul M. Butler for the Democrats. 
State and local candidates will have 
their own hatchet men.

ONLY THE ELECTION can prove 
Stassen’s prediction that Nixon will cost 
the Eisenhower ticket “millions of yotes” 
and lessen the party’s chances of regain- 
ing control of Congress and retaining 
the White House. Should his prediction 
come true, many persons would blame 
him for calling public attention to Nixon’s 
liability. Stassen is an ambitious young 
man on the make and he has a job ahead 
to rehabilitate himself within the party. 


Former President Truman’s aggres- 
sive but futile effort te have Gov. 
Averell Harriman as this year’s nomi- 
nee instead of Stevenson inflicted 
deeper wounds within the Democratic 
party. Unlike Stassen, Truman fought 
to the end of the roll-call for his man 
after making a brief seconding speech 
for his nomination, He lost his reputa- 
tion as an astute practical politician 
but he lived up to his personal reputa- 
tion as a fighting Democrat at the par- 
ty’s expense. It will be his and the 
campaign committee's job to repair the 
damage he did to presidential and con- 
gressional candidates. 


Unless there is a serious southern re- 
volt, as in 1952, Kefauver as the Demo- 
cratic vice presidential nominee should 
be a stronger running mate for Steven- 
son than Senator John J. Sparkman of 
Alabama was four years ago. Stevenson’s 
selection of Sparkman, as a gesture to 
the south, proved ineffectual. 

Kefauver, selected by the convention 
itself after a tense rolicall, is expected 
to bring in votes from the middlewestern 
farm states. He is not liked, however, in 
the south because of stand and votes on 
civil rights, and among northern city 
politicians because of his TV exposure 
of racketeers and mobsters. 

Stassen, in his opposition to Nixon, 
acted on the political axiom that a vice 
presidential nominee can cost the ticket 
votes but cannot attract additional votes, 
President Eisenhower apologetically re- 
vealed at his press conference here that 
all the preconvention polls shown him in- 
dicated every vice presidential candidate 


hower ticket. Sparkman added few if 
any votes to the Stevenson ticket in 1952. 
Whether Kefauver will be an asset or 
liability to the Republicans this year re- 
mains to be seen. 

The Republicans will campaign on Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's personal popularity 
and the advertising experts’ slogan of 
“Peace, Progress and Prosperity.” Ste- 
venson cannot begin to match the former 
general's fame and warm personality, al- 
though he is far better known throughout 
the country than when he was the re- 
luctant candidate in 1952. He touched 
on this disadvantage in his acceptance 
speech when he said: 


“I say that what this country needs 
is not propaganda and a personality 
cult. Whet this country needs is lead- 
ership and truth. And that’s what we 
mean to give it.” 


With personal popularity of their can- 
didates denied them, the Democrats are 
forced to go to the country on the issues, 
the most important of which are civil 
rights, the farm situation, the role of big 
business in Government and the conduct 
of international relations.

CIVIL RIGHTS PLANKS in both plat- 
forms were compromises to accommodate 
the regional differences in each party.

He reminded his audiences that in some 
states only a few days remain for registra- 
tion and said that the records show that 
in comparison with other years the reg- 
istration total is way down across the land.

day after the President's heart attack 
when it was apparent he would recover 
one of his closest friends remarked that 
this seems to be another, and perhaps the 
greatest, piece of Eisenhower luck. The 
President's inclination had always been 
to serve one term and he now had a 
valid reason to say no to the mounting 
pressures to run again. He could leave 
the White House at the top of his stride 
and no one could blame him for disasters 
that might come in the future. This was 
an honorable reason for comfortable re- 
tirement at Gettysburg and on the golf 
course at Augusta. 

The pressures were, however, too great. 
If it had been his deepest desire, which 
it was not, the President would have 
found it hard to say no. Even a second 
serious illness in June, with a major 
operation, left him still the inevitable 
choice of a party with no one else who 
could hope to win the independent vote. 


Against the background of the Re- 
publican cheering squads and the in- 
terlude of relaxed golfing the President 
is enjoying at the beautiful Cypress 
Point club, the risk he is taking in this 
new phase of his career may not seem 
great. But both from the viewpoint of 
health and politics it is for a man at the 
zenith a considerable risk. 


In his two public appearances in San 
Francisco, at this press conference and 
in his acceptance speech, Mr. Eisenhower 
looked like a well and vigorous man. The 
fact remains, however, that on October 
14 he will be 66 years old and if he is 
inaugurated in January he will be the 
oldest President ever to take the oath of 
office, with the exception of William 
Henry Harrison, who died three months 
after inauguration. 

The President's doctors were supremely 
confident after his ileitis operation that 
this disease, which has a high rate of 
recurrence in younger men, would not re- 
cure since there was no record of a man 
of the President's age suffering a second 
attack. Similarly the Eisenhower heart 
specialists, with Dr. Paul Dudley White 
in the forefront, have put out one glow- 
ingly optimistic report after another. 

From the health viewpoint the worst 
that could happen is for the President in 
a second term to suffer a crippling but 
not a fatal illness. The precedent of 
Woodrow Wilson comes at once to mind. 
Slowly recovering from a stroke, Wilson 
was incapable of carrying out the duties 
of chief executive yet he was surrounded 
by a little group of family and friends 
who sopght to conceal the seriousness 
of his illness. 

The American Constitution fails to 
specify where authority rests when a 
President is incapacitated and Congress 
has neglected to fill this gap with an 
adequate law. During the long weeks of 
the President's convalescence from his 
heart attack authority was exercised in 
effect by Presidential Assistant Sherman 
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ITH his nomination for a second term, President Eisenhower enters a 
new phase of his extraordinary career.

real. The Republicans have lost steadily 
in virtually every election at every poli- . 
tical level since 1952. In state, county 
and city government the Democrats have 
gained strength in almost every section 
of the country. Even in rockribbed Re- 
publican Maine a Democratic Governor, 
Edmund Muskie, was elected in 1954 and 
there seems a good chance he will be re- 
elected in the election next month with 
the Democrats likely to capture one of 
Maine’s congressional seats. 

In '54, Mr. Eisenhower went further 
than any President had ever gone in 
campaigning in a mid-term election to 
persuade the voters to return congres- 
sional majorities of his own party. Be- 
ginning in early September, he intervened 
in at least 20 states. In many instances 
he appealed directly in behalf of Repub- 
lican candidates. 


Yet the small Republican majorities 
in both houses were lost and the Demo- 
crats captured both Senate and House. 
It was the first time a President in his 
first term in office had suffered such 
a defeat. 


This was a fairly clear demonstration 
that the magic of the Eisenhower name 
cannot be transposed wholesale to G.O.P. 
candidates. The confidence of the Re- 
publican party rests almost entirely on 
that magic. If the opinion polls are to- 
day even approximately right then it is 
great enough not only to mean a second 
term but also very possibly to sweep in 
a Republican Congress on the long broad 
coattails of the hero President. What 
the more realistic Republicans realize, 
however, is that between the convention 
and November 6 is a long, long time in 
which anything can happen. Counting 
victories assured in September is a mis- 
take which Republicans have made be- 
fore. 


Try as hard as they will to discount 
it, keeping their fingers crossed, de- 
terminedly talking about the dangers 
of overconfidence, the Republicans left 
San Francisco in a mood of supreme 
conviction of victory with overtones of 
the smugness against which President 
Eisenhower himself warned. Much of 
the talk in private was about the sec- 
ond term and the shift in emphasis 
and also te some extent in persons it 
is likely toe bring. 


In the speeches of both the President 
and Vice President Nixon that shift was 
foreshadowed. The emphasis is on high 
responsibility to carry through the Eisen- 
hower mission of peace. Whether this 
high level will be maintained under the 
inevitable pressures of a presidential 
campaign is an interesting question. 


But the intention as of now is to pre- 
pare the way for the President to com- 
plete his task of bridging the chasm 
between the Communist and the non- 
Communist halves of the world. A 
new team of speech writers has been 
brought in to articulate this glowing 
prospect. Emmett Hughes of Life Mag- 
azine and Arthur Larson, Undersecre- 
tary of Labor, are the principals and 
their stamp was evident on the accept- 
ance speech. Larson, a former law 
school dean, is the moving force of a 
committee to recruit intellectuals and 
artists—the egghead vote—for Mr. 
Eisenhower.

Critic Laments Over 
State of Literature 


By A. M. BUCHAN 


N this strangely - assorted 

group of essays, Mr. Ald- 

ridge employs the chip-on- 
the-shoulder method that was 
noticeable in his earlier book, 
“After the Lost General.” He 
erects a temple, its founda- 
tions already crumbling, to 
the older gods of literature 
and criticism. Where is there 
a novelist to compare with 
Faulkner of “The Sound and 
the Fury,” where are there 
critics like the young Edmund 
Wilson or Malcolm Cowley? 

The young writers, he says, 
flock to the security of the 
universities. The critics are 
merely spokesmen for a set 
of opinions once set down by 
Brooks and Warren. The 
audience that used to wel- 
come the eccentricity of Joyce 
and Pound is now surfeited 
with paperbacks. Literature 
like society is engaged on the 
trek into suburbia and non- 
entity that Wouk planned for 
Marjorie Morningstar.

ROOSEVELT: THE LION AND

EST anyone is thinking of 
[undertaking a biography 

of Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt let him pause and con- 
sider. James MacGregor 
Burns began to plan such a 
biography after graduating 
from Williams College in 1939. 
He came in close contact 
with the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration as an assistant to a 
Congressman. The war and 
military service in the Pacific 
then intervened, after which 
he got down to serious work 
on this book. 

That was ten years ago. 
Even with the aid of two 
assistants it has taken him 
that length of time to write 
“Roosevelt: The Lion and the 
Fox.” When you start reading 
his bibliography, however, you 
are surprised that he did it 
so fast. For his bibliography 
alone runs to 48 pages—or a 
mere 24000 words! Which 
gives some idea of what is 
involved in undertaking a 
thoroughly researched life of 
a man who filled as big a 
place in modern history as 
F.D.R. Just going through the 
thousands upon thousands of 
papers at the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Library is an im- 
mense task, 


This is a thorough job— 
there is no question about 
that. It is also a brilliantly 
written one. Mr. Burns, now 
Professor of Political Science 
at Williams, has mastered the 
difficult art of digesting vast 
masses of material and then 
presenting his findings in a 
fast moving, lively narrative. 
He has wisely — from the 
general reader's standpoint— 
chosen not to clutter up his 
pages with footnotes but to 
put all his documentation into 
his appendix.

T SEEMS inaccurate to call 
the backwoodsy, semi-folk- 
lore stories by.

Regarding the unacceptable 
mortgages, Baughman explained 
that “Although we are a gov- 
ernment agency, FNMA main- 
tains the same standards in 
making purchases as prudent 
private investors do. We are 
not interested in acquiring 
mortgages that may prove dif- 
ficult to dispose of later when 
market conditions improve. In 
order to be of maximum bene- 
fit to the mortgage industry 
and the government, we want to 
be able to revolve our funds as 
often and as freely as possi- 
ble.” 

FNMA’s Secondary Market 
Operations are financed from 


‘the proceeds of preferred stock 


which was issued to the secre- 
tary of the treasury; common 
stock suhscriptions by mortgage 
sellers; by borrowing through 
the sale of debentures to in- 
vestors; and from income de- 
rived from interest, fees, dis- 
counts realized, and profits on 
sales. According to Baughman, 
common stock subscriptions by 
institutions selling mortgages to 
FNMA amounted to approxi- 
mately $6,875,000 during fiscal 
year 1956 and now total over 
$9,000,000. At June 30 the 
stock was held by 736 different 
stockholders. Upon retirement 
of the preferred stock, the Sec- 
ondary Market Operations will 
qualify to become privately- 
owned by the holders of the 
common stock. Two $100,000,- 
000 issues of FNMA Secondary 
Market Operations debentures 
were sold to private investors 
during the last six months and 
it is expected that other issues 
will be offered from time to 
time as additional funds are re- 
quired to meet the rising de- 


/mands of sellers. Both issues 
were substantially oversub- 
scribed.

Corporation exhibit in the 
Transportation Building  fea- 
tures a color motion picture 
about the company and its 
products. C. P. Whitehead, pres- 
ident of General Steel, which 
produces large steel castings 
for railroads and makes almost 
all the truck frame castings on 
which you ride when you take 
a train trip, decided on a movie

Premier Film & Recording 
Corp., producers of the movie 
for General Steel, found that 
there were some rather unusual 
problems involved with the 
project. Supplying over 100,000 
watts of electric power for 
enough light to illuminate the 
world’s longest foundry build- 
ing for color cameras presented 
no great difficulties, but tying 
up the main line of the Frisco 
Railway for the best part of a 
day was a new experience. This 
became necessary when the 
camera crew was assigned to 


| eras to really “see” all of these 


operations was a challenge to 
the moviemakers. Some scenes 
required, because of the very 
size of the casting and the op- 
eration in process, a long view. 
Others called for the most ex- 
treme closeup. In some se- 
quences, such as the charging 
of the open hearth, where the 
camera lens pears right into 
the furnace of boiling steel, the 
cameraman had to be careful 
to keep from being singed. For 
another sequence, the camera 
was mounted right on the mov- 
ing bed of an immense milling 
machine, to study the action of 
the cutting head as it slices 
hard steel from a casting. 

It all adds up to a good clear 
description of an important part 
of American heavy industry. 
Titled “Big Ideas” the movie 
will be on view at the General 
Steel exhibit throughout. If 
you're interested in exciting in- 
dustrial processes and in excit- 
ing movie scenes, don't miss it.

One of the navigators sent out by Catherine by the name of 
Gerassim Pribilof finally found a mighty herd of animals making 


an annual pilgrimage from the 
waters of the Bering Sea. Their 
northward journey started in 
May and early June and ‘the 
return trip was noticed at the 
end of the summer, during 
August and September 

After diligent search, Pribilof 
sighted the cliffs of an island 
lying about 300 miles west of 
the Alaska mainland and about 
250 miles north of the Aleutian 
Archipelago. From the cliffs of 
this island, later named St. 
George, the explorer sighted 
another and low-lying island 
about 40 miles further north, 
which was named St. Paul. 
These two, with several other 
small rocky islands were named, 
after their discoverer, the 
Pribilofs. 

Here was the summer home 
@f these mysterious animals, 
millions of them. They were 
immediately claimed for Russia 
and the islands added to the 
Vast territory of Alaska already 
discovered and being exploited 
by Russia 

Forced to Sea. 

Zoologists classified the ani- 
mal herd as one which may 
originally have had its living 
on land, but due to the scarcity 
of food, during time as reckoned 
geologically, it was forced to 
go to sea for food and in so 
doing became transformed into 
an animal adaptable for life in 


the water. This amphibian was 
given the long fancy Latin 
name — ‘“‘Callorhinus § ursinus,”’ 
but is known to us as the 
Alaska ‘fur seal.’ 

The fur seal is generally con- 
fused with the sea lion, but 


the latter is not provided with 
fur, but with only a coarse hair 
like that of a fox terrier 
former, on the other hand, has 
a dense coat of very fine silky 
fur:

tors had to open the child’s 
heart to remove an obstruction. 
The machine’s use isn't indi- 
cated in all types of heart sur- 
gery problems, just certain ones 
and uncer certain coriditions. 
and surgeons aren't ready to 
call it “the last word” for as- 
sistance where it does seem to 
be the thing to use. 


A team of university surgeons 
used the machine last April 27 
to divert the child's blood from 
the heart and lungs for 15 min- 
utes, while they removed the 
obstruction under direct vision.

The operation, performed for 
the first time in this area, in- 
volved catching the blood be- 
fore it entered the heart, add- 
ing oxygen and pumping it into 
the arteries after bypassing the 
heart and lungs. The heart did 
not stop beating, but its cham- 
bers did not contain blood dur- 
ing the operation, while its 
functions were carried on arti- 
fically, the doctor reported. 
Since the boy's operation, the 
machine has continued to func- 
tion successfully at the Univer- 
sity hospital. 


Color for Display. 


While on exhibition at the 
jubilee, colored water will be 
run through the machine's trans- 
parent tubing to simulate blood. 
Medical students will explain 
the machine's functions to the 
public. 


The machine which is em- 
ployed during the short interval 
when the heart is opened con- 
sists of two pumping units 
which function for the heart 
and a blood oxygenator which 
functions for the lungs. 


During operations, one of the 
pumping units which operates 
by “massaging” a six-inch seg- 
ment of tubing, draws blood out 
of the body through plastic

Plastic for Replacement. 

Plastic is used throughout be- 
cause it is less harmful to blood 
than most substances and can 
be replaced after each use 
avoiding hazards of incomplete 
cleaning of many feet of tubing. 

During the period that blood 
is diverted from the heart 
through the machine, the heart 
continues to beat but is empty 
and has no work to do. It can 
thus be opened and the surgeon 
is able to rearrange the in- 
ternal structure, closing defects

not new. Dr. John Gibbon of 
Philadelphia has been working 


in experimental animals as long 

as eight years ago. The type of 
oxygenator used in one of the 
|larger clinics of this country is 
of his design. It is considerably 
more complex than the bubble 
type which has been developed 
by a group of doctors at the 
University of Minnesota and is 
|presently being used here. 
There are manifold probems 
such as impaired blood clotting, 
introduction of air bubbles into 
the heart itself, and destruction 
of the blood cells which have 
been studied by many workers 
during the past decade and led 
to the present workable sys- 
tems. Intensive investigation 
proceeds on many unresolved 
problems, the solutions of which 
will provide for improved ma- 
chines. 


“One of the present problems 
has to do with the amount of 
blood nec@ssary to ‘prime’ the 
machine. For each operation it 
is necessary to obtain blood 
from at least six donors by a 
special technique. 

“It is to be emphasized that 
this is one of many types of 
apparatus functioning for the 
heart and lungs. There are 
several heart defects treated 
better by this method than pre- 
viously and some are now cor- 
rectible which have not been 
so previously. Great advances 
are yet to be made in this field 
by continued investigation,” Dr. 
Hanlon concluded.

Solves Teaching Problem. 

“St. Louls University several 
years ago decided to do some- 
thing about this problem, the 
proper training of students and 
physicians in the use of their 
stethoscopes. The answer came 
with the purchase of the educa- 
tional electron - cardioscope. 
From this instrument a highly 
sensitive microphone is attached 
to the desired area over the pa- 
tient’s heart, along with elec- 
trocardiographic wires to the 
patient’s arms and legs. Up to 
dozens of persons can then lis- 
ten to the heart sounds and 
murmurs simultaneously with 
the instructor through individ- 
ual electronic stethoscopes... At 
the same time the sound waves, 
as well as the electrocardiogram 
are projected on the oscillo- 
scopic screen (similar to a tele- 
vision screen) for all to view 
while listening to the heart. This 
type of teaching permits every- 
one to hear and see the same 
sounds all at the same time. It 
enables the instructor to point 
out and describe precisely the 
specific heart sound or murmur 
in question. At this, or at any 
time, extremely high fidelity 
tape recordings can be made for 
permanent record and future in- 
struction of the particular heart 
case in question. Even from 
the tape recordings alone, the 
sound waves are projected on 
the oscilloscopic screen. We are 
no longer dependent upon the 
presence of a patient in the 
hospital to demonstrate the 
sounds that a certain type of 
heart disease produces.

This was followed in 1895 by 
the construction by Westing- 
house of three giant generators 
which, for the first time, har- 


nessed the enormous powe! of 
Niagara Falls. 

From its smal] beginning in 
Pittsburgh, Westinghouse has 
grown with an electrified Amer- 
ica. Today it has 116,000 em- 
ployes, and the corporation is 
owned by 119,000 stockholders 
It has 58 plants across the coun- 
try plus 40 other manufactur- 
ing-repair plants.

At Jubilee 


A catalyst, very simply de- 
fined, is a material aed to 
make other materials do cer- 
tain things, while nothing hap- 
pens to the catalyst itself, and 
it can be used over and over 
again. It is something extraor- 
dinarily important in industrial 
development, particularly in 
chemical processes. One guch 
process is the making of gaso- 
line out of crude oil. 

The crude oil has to be 
“cracked,” that is, 
carbons have 
down into various 
components, which become 
many various products by the 
time the manufacturing is all 
done. Modern production is 
through the use of a cracking 
still in which a catalytic agent 
is introduced to bring about 
the separation more rapidly and 
more thoroughly in conjunction 
with a distilling procedure.

which uses it In its own busi-

are used for further research 
into the mysteries of petroleum 
and into the development of 
more and better 
products for use by the public.

Know How In 90s. 

Moloney Electric Co. was 
founded 60 years ago by Tom 
Moloney and Jim Mullen, elec- 
trical engineers. 

Transformers generally avail 
able during the “nineties” had 
high losses, poor regulation, 
relatively short thermal life 
and extreme susceptibility» to 
damage from lightning. Mo- 
loney and Mullen believed they 
had the knowledge to help 
solve these problems. 

Their first factory was on the 


fifth floor of a building, in 
downtown St. Lou This 
plant was equipped with two 
or three winding lathes 5 


square shears and a drill press 
A desk in one corner served as 
the office. Moloney and Mul- 
len designed, built, tested and 
sold the transformers on which 
they staked their future. 
Pioneers of Ideas. 

Typical electrical develop- 
ments in which the company 
pioneered were: a method of 
connecting windings of core- 
type transformers for three-wtre 
service: the use of oil in trans- 
formers to facilitate cooling, and 
the use of silicon steel in trans- 
former cores 

The company’s first factory 
was built in 1905 and doubled 
in size in 1915. Later, addition- 
al buildings were leased. In 
1910, the Moloney Electric Co 
of Windsor, Ontario, was or- 
ganized. Fire destroved the 
Windsor factory in 1922 and a 
new plant was established in To- 
ronto. Construction of a mod- 
ern transformer manufacturing 
plant, containing more than a 
half million. cubic feet, was start- 
ed in St. Louis on Bircher boule- 
vard in 1926. 

The Moloney Electric Co. re- 
ceived recognition during the 
St. Louis World's Fair of 1904 
for its transformer

Facilities also are 
provided for truck shipments, 
Power for the plant and for 
the testing facilities is supplied 
by the local utility in both 25 
and. 60 cycles, and the substa- 
tion supplying the circuits has 
more than 100,000 kva capacity. 

Transformers are tested at 
special test boards at four lo- 
cations in the plant, depending 
on size, voltage and capacity. 
There is one surge generator of 
1,000,000-volt capacity fully 
equipped with oscillograph and 
other instruments necessary for 
surge testing. 

A special laboratory at the 
south end of the building 
houses a spiral-type surge gen- 
erator of 3000 kv, 75,000 watts- 
seconds .0166 micro-firad. This 
generator, capable of surging a 
bolt of electricity through a 

transformer equivalent to a bolt 
of lightning, consists substan- 
tially of four parts with capaci- 
tors arranged between the posts 
| spiralling to a height of approxi- 
| mately 30 feet. 

One of the world’s most mod- 
ern transformer assembly bays, 
a seven-story structure equipped 
with two of the largest over- 
head traveling cranes west of 
the Mississippi, was completed 
for the company in 1954.

tiny switches to gigantic tur- 
bine-generators, from lamps to 
locomotives. 

Soon after his historic elec- 

tric lamp was developed Edison | 

formed several companies to 
manufacture generating and 
transmission equipment. In need | 
of more manufacturing space, | 
these companies were moved to | 
Schenectady, N.Y., in 1886, and | 
in 1889 all the individual Edison | 
enterprises were combined to | 
form the Edison General Elec- 
tric Co 

The General Electric Co. was 
formed in 1892 by the merger 
of two companies—the Edison 
General Electric and the Thom- 
son-Houston companies. 

At first, the company concen- 
trated on power, lighting, and 
electric railways. But electricity

Some of Findings. 


The report on morale is 
based on a questionnaire sub- 
mitted to employes and on staff 
interviews. The investigation 
was touched off by the suicide 
April 23 of a French interpreter 
employed by FAO. 

These were some of the staff 
committee’s findings: 

1. Many junior employes 
don't know how their jobs fit 
into the FAO picture. Some 
technical officers have little 
knowledge of work in other di- 
visions and there is fierce com- 
petition between divisions. 

2. There had been numerous 
complaints about “the late 
book,” which tardy employes 
must sign on arrival. It rec- 
ommended this be abolished, 
saving “the institution of the 
book is beneath the dignity of 
an international organization.”

This, more than anything else, brought home to 
me not only the plight of people like that, but the 
need for a universal language. I wrote a story 
about the need for Esperanto, and have been plug- 
ging it ever since, whenever the occasion arises, 

which I admit isn’t often. .Now I’ve just learned, 

via the mail, of a newly developed universal lan- 

guage called Picto, I'll tell you something about it, 


and then we can put our heads together and decide 
if we want to forsake Esperanto which doesn’t seem 
to have gotten very far, and get on the Picto band- 
wagon.

@ PICTO, and I'll make this part as brief as possible, was 

4 invented by a Dutchman named K. J. A. Janson, who asks 
that I call it to the attention of our readers, adding, “I 
will thank you for asking the readers to send in their notifi- 
eation of adhesion to your paper.” I called the circulation 
department and found that while a lot of people are seem- 
ingly addicted to our paper, they haven't come across a 
single case of actual adhesion. However, if any of you feel 
any symptoms that might be adhesion to the paper, don’t 
hesitate to let me know. 


I will now try to explain Picto, and you're going to 
have to pay very close attention. It’s a universal language 
which can only be written. English-speaking people read 
it in English, a Frenchman reads it in French, a German in 
German, and so forth. It is all done with signs and symbols, 
which mean the same in any language. For instance, a little 
symbol which looks like a house, is a house anywhere. A 
heart, the symbol for love, is a heart the whole world over. 
There are 300 different signs, by which some 6000 to 8000 
words can be represented.

Now, with what we have learned, we can make some 
senténces.

DANVILLE, Ky., Aug. 25. 


FARMER emerging from the cornfields edging the Dix 
Arve: near here looked down the usually deserted L & N 
tracks running through the usually empty fields and noted 
that, lo, a complete depot had sprung up some umpteen miles 


from nowhere. 


And seemingly overnight. 


A flexible man, he overcame his surprise and, mounting the 
station platform, inquired as to what might be the fare to Lexing- 
ton, inasmuch as he planned to go there come next Saturday. 


“No tickets sold here,” said 
a carpenter in the depot. Also, 
the farmer learned, there was 
no depot washroom. Also, no 
train stops were scheduled, even 
though it was a mighty fine 
depot. 

“It belongs to M.-G.-M.,” ex- 
plained the carpenter. 

He didn’t care what line 
owned the depot, growled the 
farmer; it was still a hell of a 
way ‘to run a railroad. 

Although we did not witness 
this happening personally it was 
told us by a M.-G.-M. publicity 
gentleman which, for our money, 
is just as good as if we had 
made it up ourselves. 


Odd and unlikely happenings 
indeed have been popping 
around Danville, ordinarily a 
placid enough small town; 
scenic, restful. But Hollywood 
has come to Danville and won- 
drous are the ramifications. 

Train stations spring up 
overnight, celebrities roam 
around at large, the curious de- 
scend in droves to catch a 
glimpse of them.  Localites, 
quadruped and biped alike, be- 
come actors. 

A hundred-year-old locomo- 
tive comes in on a flatcar. Civil 
War scenes are recreated 
Beards are at a premium. The 
town is full of strangers and 
the countryside is full of. pe- 
culiar sights. The reel of time 
is being wound backwards 100 
years for the shooting of 
Metro’s “Raintree County,” a 
massive project, and peculiar 
contrasts abound. 

Inevitably, mix-ups occur. 

“An acting career is not 
worth it,” philosophized a some- 
what bitter individual as we 
stood in front of M.-G.-M.’s Dan- 
ville headquarters, a converted 
garage. “I’m going to shave off 
this beard and go back to Union 
City, Ohio.”

HIS introspective fellow had 
T just been released from the 

Danville pokey, brief victim 
of one of justice’s little jests: he 
had grown a fine, somewhat 
sinister-type beard and joyfully 
journeyed down from Ohio to 
work as an extra. He got picked 
up as a vagrant. Metro leaped 
to his rescue, but bitterness 
lingered. 

“I'm going back to my own 
profession, window washing,” 
he said, jutting his beard at 
us. The local casting director 
came by, told him he had 
scheduled him to work in a 
crowd scene—immediately the 
theatrical profession had its 
follower back, eyes aglow. 


Bite of the acting bug around 
here these days is as prevalent 
as that of the bluegrass chigger, 
and as itchy: lots of local folks 
from kids to business men are 
used in the movie and there 
was no shortage of applicants— 
just the reverse. 

There is no shortage of movie 
fans, either. The river banks 
were lined with onlookers and 
people, quite literally, hang 
from the trees in hopes of see- 
ing a real live motion picture 
put together. 

“Raintree County” is to be 
both colossal and stupendous, 
at the very least. It is to be 
the film version of the msgnifi- 


cent novel by the late Ross 
Lockridge Jr., a story mirroring 
America’s growth against the 
emotions of people in one my- 
thical community of the days 
of the War Between the States. 

Metro is shelling out some 
$5,500,000 in the making, the 
largest budget for domestic 
production in its history. The 
story couldn't be shot on studio 
sets alone. Scouts went out over 
the country. Location sites were 
found around Reelfoot Lake in 
Tennessee; in Mississippi and 
in Louisiana. 

The major part of the loca- 
tion shooting is being done 
right here, however, and at a 
cost of about $25,000 a day. 

Just about everybody from 
Gov. Happy Chandler on up is 
pleased about the publicity 
which will accrue to Kentucky 
as a result.

ANVILLE, of course, is quite 

xcited. Some merchants are 

keeping their stores open 
later, if trade warrants, and on 
the M.-G.-M. bulletin board is 
a letter from a friendly neigh- 
borhood chiropractor offering 
his services.

Ozark Rivers Provide 
Fine Fishing Waters

=< Fourth of a series, “Forests Are for Everybody.” 
'? T seems natural, when the Ozarks are mentioned, to think 
‘ |< crystal streams flowing swiftly through the hill coun- 
r try. They sing and sparkle over the gravelly riffles, 
. glide with silent power through deep chutes and drop into 
’ still pools beneath the 
‘ towering limestone bluffs. 
| ; In the Dottom-lands their 
A. banks are lined with giant 
, sycamore and cottonwood. 


Oak and hickory and sour 
gum cover the steep hol- 
lows that divide the 
ridges, while gnarled ce- 
dars cling to the over- 
hangirg cliffs. Here and 
there the stream valleys 
widen out enough to hold 
small farms with corn- 
fields half-harvested in 
late summer by the gray 
squirrels, a dozen beef 
cows that make a lean liv- 
ing in the woods and a 
sow or two of the variety 
which “can hear an acorn 
drop a quarter-mile away 
and catch it before it stops 
rolling.” 

It is often pointed out that the Ozarks is the only 
mountain range on our continent which runs from east to 
west instead of north to south. This fact naturally divides 

the streams of the hill country into two groups. One 
group flows down the north escarpment to empty, except 


for the Meramec, into the Missouri. The other flows south 
or southeasterly to the White river and the Mississippi. 
Each of the larger Ozark streams has a considerable drain- 
| ace basin and most of them have, as is usual tn a hill 
country, 


a number of tributaries. Taken together, they 
form one of the crowning glories of our state; and this 
despite the fact that we've done far less to preserve their 
pristine beauty than we have to despoil them. 

A great many outdoorsmen would say that the Ozark 
rivers are our greatest recreational asset, and when one 
considers that they provide 16,000 miles of fishing water 
inhabited by some 15 species of game fish at least, if we 
include the scrappy little members of the sunfish family, 
then these outdoorsmen aren't far wrong. The only thing 
is that to get the most out of a stream for recreation, you 
have to be a fisherman; but on the other hand Missouri 
selis some 600,000 fishing permits each season, so that we 
aren't lacking for angling enthusiasts. 

x * 

The purist will say, of course, that the devotees 
of fly rod, casting rod and spinning tackle enjoy 
the finest sport. There are, on the other hand, a 
majority who will argue this point. They fish with 
cane poles, tight-lines set along the bank, trot-lines 
stretched across the deep holes, bank lines tied to 
willow snags, copper snares, grab hooks and long- 
handled gigs in season. And far be it from me te 
say that any one of these methods isn’t as much fun 
as any other—and as good sport. 


2 
ALTHOUGH I AM PARTIAL to the fly rod and the 
smaller creeks which can be waded in pursuit of the wily 
smallmouth bass, goggle-eye and sunfish, I'll also agree 
that float fishing on the larger rivers of the Ozarks is won- 
derful sport—and a kind of fishing which is unique to our 
state. Ordinarily in this kind of fishing, one floats down- 
Stream for a day or a week in a native “john-boat” pro- 
pelled by a companion or a guide who knows this particu- 
lar river. Camp gear is carried along, often in a separate 
boat called a “commissary” which is in charge of an extra 
guide who pushes on ahead to the night’s camping spot, 
gets the tents pitched and the fire going for supper. This 
might be described as “floating de luxe” and there are out- 
fitters on most of the larger streams who can practically 
guarantee you a wonderful trip. 
x *« *® 
More often than not, we do our own paddling 
and camp work on our Ozark floats. A canoe sup- 
plants the john-boat and during the years we have 
accumulated the store of camp gear which is nec- 
essary for comfort in the Missouri outdoors. 
There are both advantages and disadvantages to 
this method, as you can readily understand. 
Since you're paddling at least half the time, you 
don’t get as much fishing. And there’s a fair 
amount of work in setting up and breaking camp 
each day and cooking. Yet you can make your own 
pace and, for my part, I'll put my skill as a camp 
cook up against any guide in the Ozarks. 
ae 
@ THE MISSOURI CONSERVATION COMMISSION lists 
nearly 30 streams which are regularly floated by responsible 
outfitters. On the northern Ozark escarpment, the stream 
closest to St. Louis is the Meramec. In its lower reaches 
this river has become sluggish and silt-loaded, so that it 
provides little of interest to the angler. But there are still 


bass in the clear, swift headwaters which offer a number of 


good one-day float trips. The Meramec also has fishing 
tributaries. Big river, once perhaps the finest smallmouth 
stream on the continent, has a few stretches of fair bass 
water. Then there are the Bourbeuse, Huzzah and Courtois 
which can all be floated during years of good rainfall. 
Farther west on the north escarpment are Gasconade, Big 
and Little Piney and the Osage and Niangua which form 
the Lake of the Ozarks. 

South of the height-of-land that marks the crest of the 
Ozarks lie many famous fishing streams. Easternmost is 
the St. Francois which empties into Lake Wappapello. 
Nemt is Black river with its three forks, although Clear- 
water Lake did away with the best of the float-fishing water 
on this stream. Still our favorites are Current river and 
its tributary Jacks Fork; two streams on which, by dint 
hard work and continuous vigilamee, we have 
best efforts of the engineers to erect high dams.

They Cause More Deaths Than Major Diseases Combined; Protection Is Up to the Parents

monia? Cancer or leuke- 
mia? Tuberculosis? Kidney dis- 
ease? Intestinal infections? In- 
fluenza?

Accidents kill more children 
over one year old every year 
than these diseases combined— 
and they are the deadliest dis- 
eases of childhood! 


In the United States in 1953, 
among children 1 to 14, acci- 
dents alone were responsible 
for 11,185 deaths. The diseases 
listed above killed only 10,768. 
In addition, accidents result in 
permanent impairments—often 
crippling—to many thousands 
of children each year. 


We could give you es of 
figures—the annual of 
the National Safety Council, 
Accidents Facts, averages near- 
ly 100 printed pages, Or we 
tould show you pages of pic- 
tures — gruesome, tragic and 
shocking pictures. 


Accidents are the greatest 
threat to the lives and limbs of 
our children, These facts should 
not paralyze us with fear. They 
should arouse us to the need for 
doing something. 


What can you and I do about 
it? We doctors can immunize 
your children and ours against: 
polio, diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus, smallpox, Typh- 
oid fever, typhus, influenza and 
rabies. 


We can prevent many other 
diseases. But... only we par- 
ents can immunize our children 
against accidents! 


When we tell some parents 
this, we get a look of distress. 
“But I can’t think of every- 
thing!” they say. 


W sour do you most fear for

GREED. Parents cannot and 
A shout not try to think of 

everything. We can almost 
guarantee that your child won't 
be clipped by a wing tank jetti- 
soned from an airplane, or be 
hit by a runaway ostrich. So 
think of more common things. 
Very common things like: 

Automobiles (they killed 4100 
children in 1954). 

Falls (they killed 700). 

Burns (1850). 

Poisons, especially those in 
attractive bottles left within 
tiptoe reach (400). 


Pools, cisterns, streams, wells, 
or any other bodies of water in 
which it is possible to drown 
(2000). 


These figures are for the 
whole United States, remember. 
In your community the accident 
causes may be different. Do 
you know what they are? 
Wouldn't it be worthwhile to 
find out? 

We can prevent serious ac- 
cidents. How’s this for a com- 
mon-sense theory? When our 
children are infants, we have to 
protect them 100 per cent 
against burns, downing, poison- 
ing, falls and machine-age may- 
hem. When they start to school 
at the age of 5 or 6, we have 
to depend mostly on what we've 
been able to teach them about 
those things.

between 1 and 5. It’s when they 
are between 1 and 5 that we 
must be busy not only protect- 
ing our children against serious 
accidents, but even busier teach- 
ing them to protect themselves. 


Learn and live! That's the 
theory of accident prevention. 
The chart printed with. this 
chapter shows clearly that as 
the child grows older the need 
for protection diminishes. Any- 
body who has ever seen a 
toddler toddle should be able to 
understand. What does it take 
to put common sense to work? 
It takes forethought, time and 
discipline. 


This means, simply, that you 
must keep anticipating what 
your child will think of or be 
able to do next — a rugged 
game, but one every successful 
parent must learn to play well. 


It's your wit against your 
baby’s curiosity. You must ask 
yourself, “What is his next 
dangerous move, and how can 
I prepare for it?” “What pro- 
tection must he have and what 
must he learn?” “How can 
teach him the safe way to do 
what he wants to do?” 

Y into practice the protection 

and education your fore- 
thought dictates. No, there isn't 
any more time, so borrow it 


from .time fruitlessly wasted on 
unimportant things. 


Don’t, for example, waste 
your time worrying about 
whether your child is eating 
enough or walking straight 
enough, or responding to toilet 
training fast enough. Don't fret 
too much about colds, throat in- 
fections and tonsils. 


No matter what you do, your 
child will have his share of 
respiratory infections, and it’s 
probably a good thing. At pres- 
ent the only immunity to re- 
spiratory infections doct ors 
clearly recognize is that which 
is built up from repeated in- 


. . * 


OU need enough time to put 


fections. Remember, first things 
first. 


During the first two years of 
life, discipline should properly 
concern itself only with the 
things that threaten the child’s 
safety. And, even though by 
countless tests the child is con- 
vinced of the loving intent, the 
wisdom, the unselfishness and 
the consistency of the parent's 
demands, discipline will be 
needed.

HAT’S required may be a 
W ser voice, deprivation of 

privilege, and not too rare- 
ly in the early years, an expert- 
ly placed (but not too vigorous) 
swat. Any discipline must be 
mild, reasonable, consistent and 
understandable. 

Discipline by parents is the 
fore-runner to self-discipline. 
That can come only as the child 
develops reason, pride in him- 
self and a desire to comply. 


A word to mothers with new 
babies: Let's try to understand 
what manner of animal an in- 
fant is, and thus rid ourselves 
of some common misconcep- 
tions. 

1. Your baby is not a frail 
hot-house plant. He will let 
you know if he is not warm 
enough. 


2. His needs are simple and 
few. He wants—the sound of 
your voice, a variable amount 
of food, affectionate handling, 
efficient burping, the dignity of 
some solitude, fairly frequent 
clean pants, protection from ac- 
cidental injury and gentle 
cleansing according to need 
(not the clock). 

3. He may cry loudly and in- 
sistently, though he is not in 
pain, and he will make strange 
noises, most often at night. 

4. Most doctors are convinced 
that a healthy baby cannot 
smother in his own bed. And 
that, of course, is where he 
should be sleeping. 

5. Most doctors are convinced

Don't let your baby 
fall, drown, be scalded, catch 
fire or ride with unsafe drivers. 

Remember, your growing baby 
is going to roll over. He can- 
not swim, cannot dodge spilled 
liquids, cannot walk out of a

while. eating. Even a broad- 
based high chair with a safe 
harness should be placed where 
the infant cannot push himself 
over or pull dangerous objects 
onto himself. A seat-in-a-table 
is safer than a high chair and 
of more lasting use. It too, how- 
ever, must be placed in a safe 
location.

EAR in mind that your baby 
Bein bite, swallow or inhale, 

every object he can reach. 
Pieces of toys, pins, paint 
(poisonous when there's lead in 
it), buttons ahd beads will be 
tried out more eagerly than the 
most advertised vitamins. Re- 
member, baby’s equipment 
should provide fun—not acci- 
dents. 


What you should expect o! 
your toddler: 


He will reach into ever, 
closet and cupboard in the 
house. He will indiscriminately 
taste, touch, chew, pull on, 
jerk, bite and swallow every 
article he can reach—and he 
can reach them all. 

He will put his foot or his 
head into every situation and 
every machine he can find. He 
will not be afraid of water— 
even if it is 3000 feet deep. He 
will not know the potentialities 
of fire—even if it is 3000 de- 
grees hot. 

He will not be afraid of autos 
and tractors—even if they are 
3000 pounds heavy. He will 
resent and ignore warnings if 
you plague him with too many 
unreasonable demands 

Here is the protection he 
needs: 

You can't watch a toddler 12 
hours a day, so you must pro- 
vide one or several protected 
areas where you can safely 
leave him alone. 
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O not allow his near the 
P)stove- whether or not it is 

in use. Keep matches, light- 
ers and hot liquids beyond his 
growing reach 

Do not have any highly In- 
flammable clothing for your 
child to wear. Keep poisons, 
caustics, kerosene, and medi- 
cines on a high shelf entirely 
beyond his .reach. Remember 
your child can't read poison 
labels any better than a rat can. 

Use plastic plugs in accessible 
unused electrical outlets. In- 
expensive safety outlets are 
available and easily installed. 

Don't let your child have ac- 
cess to driveways, roads, alleys, 
stables, rivers, ponds, or even 
filled bathtubs. It is far more 
important that he have an alert 
chaperone at this age than when 
he is 14 years wiser. 

Don't heckle him too much. 
If you've made his parts of 
the house as baby-proof as pos- 
sible, then when you have to 
say “no” or “don't,” it will be 
about something important— 
something that really threatens 
his safety. 

And don’t expect him to have 
judgment or even horse-sense. 
Help him live long enough to 
develop both.

RECOGNITION, This is one 
of the fundamental needs of 
human nature, and sometimes 
it begins to work in. reverse 
after a man retires.

S DIPLOMATS from 22 nations con- 


ferred in London last week on the - 


Suez Canal problem, the threat of 
war over the waterway faded into pros- 
pects of protracted negotiations. Neither 
the Western Big Three nor Egypt had 
backed down from their clashing views 
on control of the canal, which t 
seized July 26 from an internationally 
owned private firm. 

But both sides showed signs of mel- 
lowing. Britain and France have toned 
down hints of gunplay should Egypt 
refuse international control for Suez. 
Egypt's Dictator- President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser, while remaining adamant 
against any international authority over 
the waterway, seemed more ready to 
negotiate. 

The West's plan for international 
control was put before the London con- 
erence by Secretary of State John 
oster Dulles, who earlier had counseled 
Britain and France against military ac- 
tion. India countered with a proposal 
for an international agency with ad- 
visory powers only. Egypt, which re- 
fused to attend the London meeting, 
indicated the Indian plan was generally 
a table. Russia also indorsed it.

spread anti-war feeling among the Eng- 
lish people. Also, there is a growing 
realization that closing of the canal 
would not necessarily be disastrous for 
Western Europe.

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OULD YOU trip up a policeman 
who is chasing a murderer? 
Of course not if you are a 


law-abiding citizen. 

Yet, why, do so many motorists try 
lo evade, Oultsmart or impede police 
seeking to enforce traffic laws? 

No doubt this unhealthy frame of 
mind will be partly responsible for the 
senseless slaughter on the nation’s high- 
ways next Labor Day week end. Let 
me explain: 

A growing number of motorists, | 
feel, nurture a curiously warped sense 
of fair play when it comes to enforce- 
ment of traffic laws. They are all for 
enforcement — until they themselves 
become involved with the law. 

When they see an officer writing a 
ticket, they say “that so-and-so.” Whom 
do they mean? The driver who may 
have been endangering lives? Not al- 
ways. Often theyre referring to the 
cop! 

Thus, an alarming number of mo- 
torists are branding new traffic enforce- 
ment devices and techniques as “unfair 
traps,” and even “un-American.” 

They are referring specifically to 
techniques not unlike those used to ap- 
prehend murderers, thieves, pickpock- 
ets and other law-breakers. These 
include: radar, the use of unmarked 
police cars, devices to test for drunk- 
enness, air detection of road menaces 
by helicopter and the use of the “point 
system” to penalize drivers gullty of 
serious offenses. 

Because these programs are helping 
to cut down our appalling highway 
mayhem, I say let’s use them. Let's ex- 
tend the use of such methods and de- 
vise as many more as possible. 

I want to clear up one important 
point: | am not advocating acceptance 
of shoddy tricks whereby motorists are 
fined on the flimsiest of prextexts in 
order to enrich a town’s coffers. 

[ am not endorsing 10-mile-an-hour 
speed limits imposed by communities 
which either fail to post signs or con- 
veniently hide them behind fences. 
Neither do | mean traffic lights ob- 
scured by luxuriant foliage. Cheap 
tricks like these must not be compared 
to legitimate law enforcement. 

Consider radar, the “little black box” 
science has provided to catch speed- 
ers. Radar came upon the scene as 
recently as 1948 and already every 
state is employing it for enforcement 
or testing — with excellent results. 

Wisconsin reported radar as respon- 
sible for 78 per cent of its speeding 
arrests; Mississippi said it accounted 
for 70 per cent. The year after radar 
was introduced in Delaware, traffic 
deaths toppled from 103 to 80. In 
North Garolina, they dropped from 


1,118 to 991. Tennessee reported a cut 
from 849 to 749. 

Wyoming highway department off- 
cials clocked an especially dangerous 
section of U.S. Route 30 between Chey- 
enne and Laramie, and discovered that 
an average of 28.3 per cent of all driv- 
ers going in either direction were speed- 
ing. Where radar warning signs were 
erected. local newspapers publicized 
their arrival. The percentage of speed- 
ers dropped to 22.1 per cent. 

That's not all. State police began 
making arrests. The result? Speeding 
nose-dived to an average of 11.3 per 
cent of motorists along the route! 

Unquestionably, radar is proving 
effective. Yet | have heard it described 
as “sneaky” and “Gestapo-like.” 

What about chemical tests for in- 
toxication? Nobody in his right mind 
fails to recognize the menace of the 
drunken driver. National Safety Coun- 
cul figures show that 20 to 25 per cent 
of dnvers involved in fatal accidents 
had been.drinking. 

All guesswork ts eliminated by chem- 
ical testing, which measures the alcohol 
content of the blood. These tests have 
been endorsed by many reputable 
Safety groups. 


Who Really Complains? 


Yet we still hear sharp criticisms, to 
wit: The tests are self-incriminating, 
hence unconstitutional; they are an in- 
vasion of personal liberties. Critics of 
these tests fail to realize one big fact — 
they're just as certain to free the innd- 
cent as to convict the guilty. 

Remember the howls that went up 
when New York police put a number 
of unmarked cars on the streets last 
January? Complainers have failed to 
report that since the unmarked cars 
appeared, there have been 20 fewer 
traffic deaths and 775 fewer injuries 
than for the comparable 1955 period. 

The beefs extend to the use of non- 
uniformed police officers in cars. Again, 
why the complaints? If drivers are 
obeying the laws they don't have to 
worry about what kind of clothes po- 
lice wear on the highways. 

Let's put the cards on the table. 
These complaints of “unfairness” come 
from motorists who have already vio- 
lated the law or perhaps expect to. 

I believe this: When the rules of safe 
driving are breached, the culprit is far 
outside the realm of fair play. He de- 
serves to be hunted down and punished. 
With 42,000 auto accident deaths ex- 
pected for 1956, can anyone disagree?

FORT WORTH, TEX. 
As old as the statue-of-liberty play ts 
the legend that all football stars have 
the IQ’s of oxen. There is plenty of 
past proof that the legend is a lie: All- 
American Whizzer White of Colorado 
became a Rhodes scholar: Davey 
O’Brien of TCU passed the rigorous 
FBI tests; Barry Wood of Harvard is 
now one of the nation’s top medical 
scientists. Now comes a sinewy, crew- 
cut boy of 20 — who’s studying to be 
a doctor and may be the greatest scorer 
in 1956 college football — who should 
put the legend to rest. 

He's James Edward Swink, a 6'1”, 
185-pound left halfback for Texas 
Christian University here. Last season 
he rolled up 8.2 yards per carry — al- 
most a first down each crack — as he 
led TCU into the Cotton Bowl. He 
scored 125 points — best in the nation 
among major colleges —was named

on nearly every one of the All-Ameri- 
can teams. 

In dramatic contrast to the hare- 
brained football players of movies and 
jokes, Swink is an honor-roll student, 
has so far earned 14 A's (in courses 
like science, French and religion) along 
with 14 B’s, 3 C’s and 2 D's. His three- 
year average: an outstanding B plus. 

Swink, who'd been majoring in geol- 
ogy, decided to become a doctor last 
winter. “I would have changed to the 
pre-med course earlier,” he says in his 
soft Texas drawl, “but I was afraid that 
sports [he was also on the basketball 
team] wouldn't leave me enough time 
for studying. As you get older, however, 
sports don't seem as important as your 
studies.” 

In his determination to make medi- 
cal school, Swink this summer took a 
course in organic chemistry, attending 
classes from 7:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 


And, reluctantly, he has decided not to 
play basketball this winter. 

His growing bookishness sometimes 
surprises him. Born on a farm near 
Sucal in east Texas, he went to high 
school at Rusk, Texas, where he was 
an All-State football and basketball 
star. But though he got excellent grades 
(15 A's and three B’s), he did little 
free-time reading until his junior year; 
then, starting on novels and short 
stories, he developed a passion for al- 
most any kind of literature, “especially 
stuff with a modern slant.” 

After coming to TCU on a football 
scholarship (he gets room, board, tui- 
tion, books and $10 a month for laun- 
dry, Swink, a devout Methodist, “got 
to thinking I wanted to help people. A 
good way to do that, I decided, was to 
become a doctor.” 

Reticent with strangers, Swink has 
always been popular with his class- 


mates, even before winning headlines. 
As a freshman and sophomore, he was 
voted the class favorite; last year he 
was elected chaplain of his fraternity, 
junior class representative to the stu- 
dent government and “Mr. TCU.” For 
a long time he shied away from co-eds 
but last spring started dating freshman 
Joy Pace (photo right). 

On the gridiron Swink is an “instinct 
player” says one TCU coach. “On the 
long runs he seems to sense just where 
every opponent is. Also he has a terrific 
sense Of balance; it’s very difficult to 
knock him off his feet.” 

What about a career in professional 
football? “I'd probably play if I could 
attend medical school at the same 
time,” he says. “But since that would 
be difficult, I don’t think [ll play pro 
ball. Besides, [I'd rather be a good 
family doctor than the world’s greatest 
football player.” -

INA RAY HUTTON SAYS:

Girl bands are better 


They work harder, tiff less than men, says TV star 


ON TV SHOW, Ina Ray Hutton, in typical bouncy fashion, leads her all-girl band. — 


HOLLYWOOD. 
For the past 25 years, Ina Ray Hutton has 
swayed up and down the land leading orches- 
tras with her curvaceous body and her wild 
baton. 

Famed as the first woman to have con- 
ducted both all-male and all-female bands, 
this canary-blonde bombshell has burst 
through tank towns and big cities, radio and 
vaudeville, college proms and lodge dinners, 
establishing herself as one of the sexiest 
musical attractions of show business. 

Since 1950, Ina and her all-girl band (ex- 
cept for a couple of one-night stands at 
$7,500 per and up) have been a favorite fix- 
ture on television. Her current program 
(NBC-TV, Wednesday nights) in which she 
bounces, glides and wiggles while her 14 
girls play outstanding pop tunes and an oc- 
casional classic, is rated in many sectors of 
the nation as the band program second in 
popularity only to Lawrence Welk’s. 

As the only baton wielder with enough 
experience to know, Ina Ray Hutton, now 
40, has reached one argument-provoking 
conclusion: “Women make the best band- 
men.” 

“Don't get me wrong,” blue-cyed Ina 
hastens to explain. “I'm not against men. I 
love ‘em. I had an all-guy band for nine 
years. When it broke up, the boys went with 
Stan Kenton, Tommy Dorsey, Woody Her- 
man-——to give you an idea of how great 


wants to become a drummer or a trombonist 
or a pianist usually has a lot of discipline and 
will-power. She takes her music seriously. 


AT HOME, ina plays records for husband Randy Brooks, who'll soon be leading a band again. 


It's more than a job to her. It's a profession, 
a way of life. 

“The kids in my outfit right now are sensi- 
ble, practical and much more realistic than 
men. Also they work harder. When we have 
a guest on our show, they go through a re- 
hearsal without fooling around. No wise- 
cracks or 20-minute breaks. They mean 
business. 

“One reason girls work harder is because 
they're constantly trying to prove that their 
musicianship is just as good as any man’s. 
And in many cases it’s better. They get the 
same salary scale as men and they're twice 
as determined to show they're worth it. 

“Girls are also less jealous than men. On 
the level, I've never had any quarrels about 
solos or credits or place-positions with girls. 
They're much more obedient than men. 
When I first started out with an all-girl band 
in the 1930s, I thought it would be one cat- 
fight after another. It never has been. A few 
tears and a girl forgets her hurt overnight. 
Men musicians, however, carry grudges for 
years.” 


A Dancer from Chicago 


The idea of the first all-girl pop band in 
the U.S. didn’t originate with Ina Ray Hut- 
tion. It was the brainchild of the late Alex 
Hyde, at one time the Paul Whiteman of Ger- 
many. Hyde took the idea in 1930 to music 
publisher Irving Mills, who gave it his bless- 
ing ang his financial backing. 

As Mills recalls the event: “Our big prob- 
lem was to find a girl conductor. We con- 
. Sidered about 20 applicants, but they weren't 
right for it. Then suddenly 1 remembered a 
15-year-old dancer named Ina Ray. She was 
a poor kid from the slums of Chicago's South 
Side. She'd been in show business since she 
was 7, always traveling with her mother. 

“Anyway,” Mills continues, “I talked to 
Ina about the idea of leading an all-girl band 
and while it appealed to her, she was fright- 
ened. She couldn't read music; she couldn't 
Play a musical instrument. All she could do 
was sing a little, dance a lot, wave the baton 
— and look beautiful. 

“We opened in the Bronx and the child 
was so frightened she couldn't face the audi- 


ence. I had a talk with her after the show. 


‘Ina,’ I said, ‘next week we play Loew's 
Metropolitan in Brooklyn. You gotta turn 
around and let the audience see your face.’ 

“She did what | said and the act was sen- 
sational. I'm telling you the house came 
down. Ina became such an overnight success 
that | added the name of Hutton to give her 
more stature, more dignity.” 

After five years, Ina left the Mills aegis 
and set out on her own. Gradually she learned 
how to read music, how to audition musi- 
cians, how to handle them. 

in 1942, she decided —. “because so many 
of my girls were getting married” — to or- 
ganize an all-male band. “It took me two 
years,” she confesses, “to get the nght boys. 
Then I had a really great band.” 

This group broke up in 1950 when Ina 
Ray fell in love with a rival band leader, 
Randy Brooks, and married him. A few 
months after the newlyweds had settled on 
their ranch in the San Fernando Valley, 
Brooks collapsed with a cerebral hemorrhage. 
Doctors gave him a few months to live, con- 
fided to his wife that, if somehow he man- 
aged to survive, he would never work again. 

Ina refused to accept their verdict. “I was 
sure,” she says, “1 could nurse him back to 
health.” Determined, she organized another 
all-girl band, insisting that road tours were 
out. Her agent, Harold Jovien, signed her to 
a TV contract here. Within a few weeks, 
Ina’s program was one of the hottest shows 
on the air. This year, after making a flock 
of television films, Ina signed with NBC. 

Today the bouncy, buxom Hutton-tot — 
5 feet-2, 110 pounds, 35-21-34 — claims 
she’s happier than she's been in a decade. 
Not only does she have a group of reliable, 
serious girl musicians— not only is her 
video show winning her new friends ——- but 
her husband hasjust been pronounced in fine 
health by surprised medical authorities. 
Next month Randy Brooks resumes his ca- 
reer with a new band of his own. 

“For years,” Ina admits, “I conducted with 
a heavy heart. | smiled up a storm, but, think- 
ing of Randy. there was always a lump m my 
throat. Now, for the first time, my heart is 
light.” ae

Teen-age Topics 


In order to include as many questions as 
possible in my column each week, my 
answers are necessarily brief and concise.

Q. Recently, in parape a girl asked your 
opinion on getting dressed up for church 
on Sundays.

A. Apparently, we do not see eye-to-eye 
on the meaning of that letter. I got the 
impression that the girls who wear their 
school clothes to church do so out of care- 
lessness, not because of lack of Sunday 
clothes. If you are right, then your objec- 
tion is a valid one. But, I wonder if these 
girls would pay more attention to their 
appearances for dates than for church. 
However, if we attend church looking neat 
and clean, even in our everyday clothes, 
we are showing the proper respect. 


Q. Several weeks ago, you said that it 
was depressing for a child always to be 
dressed in hand-me-downs, ond that 
mothers should arrange to have some new 
clothes for their children. | always con- 
sidered it an honor to wear my older 
sister's dresses. t's not depressing if the 
child is raised right, in a loving family. — 
$.C., Hyattsville, Md. 

A. Youare right. Most children who out- 
grow clothes don't outwear them, and 
when the clothes are in good condition, 
it can be exciting for a younger child to 
achieve them. However. younger children 
should have the occasional thrill of some- 
thing bought solely for themselves — 
even if it’s only a new ribbon or a pair of 
gay socks. 


Q. My mother opens and reads all my 
mail, and peeks into my billfold. it’s not 
that | have anything to hide, but | hate 
the idea. Am | right? — W.L., Chicago, Il. 
A. Yes. Your mother should be able to 
ask you what she feels she ought to know 
about your activities.
